IT has been the cuftom of all my worthy bre- 
thren, who have honoured the craft with their 
books of confutations, or pocket- companions 
for free-mafons, to give us a long and pleafing 
hiftory of mafonry from the creation, to the time 
of their writing and publifliing fuch accounts, 
viz. from Adam to Noah, from Noah to Nimrod, 
from Nimrod to Solomon, from Solomon to Cyrus, 
from Cyrus to Seleucus Nicator, from Seleucus 
Nicator to Auguftus Caefar,fromAugtiftus Caefar to 
the havock of the Goths, and fb on unt&the re- 
vival of the Auguftan ftyle, &c. &c. &c. Wherein 
they give us an account of the drawing, fcheming, 
planning, defigning, erecting, and building of 
temples, towers, cities caftles, palaces, theatres, 
pyramids, monuments, bridges, walls, pillars, 
Courts, halls, fortifications, and labyrinths, with 
the famous light-houfe of Pharos and Coloflus at 
Rhodes, and many other wonderful works per- 
formed by the Architects, to the great fatis- 
faction of the readers and edification of free-* 
roafons*,

- Having ctflM to mirid &e otd proverb, Better 
cut of the world than out ofja/hion, I was fully de- 
termined to publiffya&iftory of mafonry, whereby 
I did exped to give the world an uncommon fatif- 
fadtioni and, in order to enable myfelf to execute 
this greardefign, I purchafed all or moil of the 
hiftories, conftitutions, pocket-companions, and 
other pieces (on that fubjedt) now extant in the 
Engiifh tongue. 

1VI y next ltep was to furnifti myfelf ^hh a fuf- 
ficient quantity of pens, ink, and paper : this being 
done, I immediately fancied myfelfan Historian,. 
and intended to trace mafonry not only to Adam, 
in his fylvan lodge in Panadife^ but to give fome 
account of the craft even before the Creation : And 
(as a Foundation) I placed the following works' 
round about me, io as to be convenient .to have, 
recourfe to them as occafion fhnuld require, viz." 
dodlor AiKferfon and Mr. Spratt diredly before me, 
doctor D'Affigny and Mr. £mith on my right-hand, 
doctor Defagulieur And Mt: Pt nnell on my left- 
hand, and Mr. Seot<t and Mr. Lyon behind me ; a 
copy of ^that often called /the original conftitutions 
^faid t<? be in the pofieffion of Mr. John Clarke in 
Paris), and another copy of the fame magnitude 
handtd about in England, together with the pam- 
phlet printed atFr ankfort in Germany, I tied up in 
the p^ie Ad vertifer of Friday, October 19, 1753, 
an&thitew (hem under the table *.

ingenious" authors. 

I<:all them Ingenious, or rather Geni's, becaufe 
they pretend to have difcovered the great Arcanum 
which the world in general have agreed to be more 
difficult than to difcover the longitude at fea. 
How far they have fucceeded (in opening the eyes 
of the world) is no buftnds of mine, efpecially as 
the pamphlets and the authors of them are all - 
dead, therefore $ {haM remark only three things: 
The firit is a 'grafe falfhood ; inferted in the Three 
Difti»ft-Kft6cks; where the author fays, that he was 
born in Prtfflk, <hat he got'fome knowledge of 
mafonry by the 'help of a pamphlet iri France, 
that he was in feveral lodges in England, and, for 
confirmation of the whole, he figns the initial letters 
of his name, £cc. whereas it is well known that 
e^ery part of thefc aflertions are falfe he being an 
Englifhman by birth, a bricklayer by trade, his 
name Daniel Tadpole, and niver was in France, 
hor (if you believe free-mafons) within the doors of 
a lodge in Great Britain. The fecond thing (which 
indeed is very remarkable} is the manner of 'his 
death, which happened upon Monday night the 
23d. of Auguft 1762. 



Mr. 
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Mr. Tadpole having ill fucccfs in trade, made 
&n elopment from bricklaying in order to pay his 
devotion to the Ladies at Parnaffus, as the famous 
Ben Johnfon had formerly done* Our modern 
artift was not fo fortunate as his great predeceflbr, 
for meeting with a common ftrumpet whom he • 
took for one Mifs Terpfichore, he begat a bantling 
which he foon after prefented (in a comic drefs) to 
his friends, but the poor little creature was fo weak 
in its parts, and had fo little fpirits, that a principal 
adtor (called punch) in a puppet (how drove it out 
of the kindom without the honour of ever coming 
to the field of battle, I mean the ftage. Loaded with 
difappointments Mr. Tadpole thought himfelf me- 
lancholly enough to write a tragedy, but, alafs, 
he mifcarried in this attempt alfo, and laid the fault 
on one Madam Melpomene, who refufed to give 
him any afliftance. One day while he was bemoan* 
ing his misfortunes, a conftant companion of his» 
a Jew named Balthazar Amraphel, paid him a 
vifit, to whom he related his ill fuccefs, Veil, veil, 
Maftar Tadpole (fays Amraphel) flbeer up your 
haawrth, you (hall do very veil bom by ; ay, you 
fhall vraite fo veil afs any body, af you'll take my % 
advize $ vraite fum tin vhat your falfs nor non 
body alfe underftand, vraite about ffee-mafontry, I 
yill tell you forn Ebru vords for put in it dat 
vill make your countrymans ftare, Dat ifs de 
vay moy boy dat aur peoples humbug your peoples. 
In ftiort Mr. Tadpole took the lucky hint and 
by the help of Balthazar Amraphel wrote that 
pamphlet calFd the Three Diftindl Knocks, and 

fold 
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fold it to Mr. Sergeant, bookfeller, near Teropje- 
Bar in London. 

The diminutive fum which Mr. Tadpole re- 
ceived for the pamphlet, was not fufficient to 
maintain an author a week, theref ore he took par- 
ticular care to wrong the Jew of his part ; fiich 
behaviour exafperated Amraphel fo much that he 
difcovered the whole affair to me and a few more, 
which otherwife muft have remained a fecret to 
this day. The Jew (who was a very cunning fel- 
low) after his paffion was fomething abated, began 
to confider how to be revenged on his companion, 
therefore, the better to accomplifh his defign, he 
thought it mod advifable to hide his refentment, 
and pretend to be in perfedt friendfhip with him. 

Mr. Tadpole, who never fufpedted any treachery, 
put more confidence in the Jew than he had hi- 
therto done. The confequence of this renewal of 
friendfhip was, that Mr. Tadpole, by a proper in- 
ftrument in writing, gave up all his effe&s into the 
hands of the Jew, with a defign to defraud his 
creditors by a ftatute of bankruptcy, or by the be- 
nefit of the aft of infolvency, commonly known by 
the name of the White Wafhers 

The Jew immediately took pofleffion, and dik 
pofed of every thing to the beft advantage. Some 
time afterwards Mr. Tadpole demanded a fum of 
his money from the Jew, who not only refufed 
him, but at the fame time threatened to have him 

hanged 
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hanged according to the kw$ of thejR calm. , The 
wretched Daniel Tadpole fell down upon his knees 
and cried O \ Amraphel, Amraphel, what have 
1 done unto thee, that thou fmiteft me thus, when 
one fevere bJowrpf thine, is tenfold more violent 
than my three diftind knocks. The hard hearted 
|ew, inftead of ltftening with an ear of compaflion 
to the 'lamentable importunities of the now diflxef- 
fed Daniel Tadpole, fent for officers to apprehend 
him, which Tadpole perceiving, he immediately 
made his efcape out of the houfe, and got into 
White-chapel fields on the eaft fide of London. It 
was then between 1 1 and .1 2 o'clock on Monday 
night the 23d day of Auguft J762, when Mr. 
Tadpole, to awoid being taken by his purfuers 
(as it is thought) hid himfelf in a fand or clay pit 
in the faid fields, where (we fuppofe^ he flept un- 
til fuch time as a nightman f vulgarly call'd a Tom 
X — 4man) came from the city, , as is cuftomary, 
and turning the tail of his great cart over the pit 
where the ha^lefs delinquent lay, he irtftantly 
difcharged no lefs then four tons of human ordure 
down upoo him, which fmothered him to death. 

The 'third, remarkable thing is the untimely end 
of the learned gentleman that wrote the pamphlet 
intitled Boaz and Jackin, I forbear to mention his 
name becaufe his widow is now living, and has 
had affli&ions and reflections enough already. Ail 
that I fhajl fay is, that jn a fit of Jealoufy he cut 
his throat on Thurfday the 8 th. day of September

Having tried my pen, and wrote a line not un- 
like the beginning of the. chapter in the Alcoran \ 
I began to flourifh away in a moft admirable man- 
ner, and in a few days wrote the firft volume of the 
hiftory of mafonry, wherein was a full account 
of the tranfa&ions of the firft grand lodge, parti- 
cularly the' excluding of the unruly members, as 
related by Mr. Milton <f. 

By this time I imagined myfelf fuperior to Jo- 
fephus, Stackhoufe, or any other hiftorian whom 
the reader (hall pleafe to think on. And as I in- 
tended to give the world a hiftory of mafonry for 
feveral years before the creation, I made no man- 
ner of doubt but my work (hould live (at leaft) 
two thoufand years after the general conflagration. 

Perhaps fbme of my readers (I mean thofe that 
are beft acquainted with my capacity^ will fay, 
he has more vanity than wit ; and as to learning, 
it is as great a ftr anger to him, as free- mafonry is 
to women \ yet he has the folly to think himfelf 

an

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an hiftorian, and expedts to become a great 
man, & c. . 

Whether fuch an opinion be true, or falfe, it 
matters nought to me ; for the world muft allow* 
that (tho* no man has yet found out the perpetual 
motion ) all men ever had* has now, and ever will 
have, a perpetual notion : And furthermore, we 
read that the following perfons, fo much fam'd in 
hiftory, were not only poor men, but many of 
them of a very mean extra&ion. The wife 
philofopher Socrates, was the fon of a poor ftone- 
carver ; the tragic poet Euripides, was the fon of 
poor parents j as was Demofthcnes, the honour of 
Greek eloquence 5 Virgil, the famous Latin poet, 
was the fon of a poor Mantuan labouring potter 5 
Horace, the incdmparable Lyric, was the fon of a 
trumpeter in the wars; Tarquinius Prifcus,kingof 
the Romans, was the fon of a merchant j and 
Servius Tullius, another king of the Romans, was 
begotten on a woman-flave ; Septimius Severus, is 
faid to come of a very bafe degree; Agathocles, 
king of Sicilly, was a potter '5 fon ; iElius Pertinax 
was a poor artificer, or, as fome fay, a fimple feller 
of wood 1 the parents of Venadius Baflus, are faid 
to be very miserable poor people 4 and Arfaces, 
king of the Parthians, was of fo mean and obfcure 
parentage that no man's memory could make a 
report of his father or mother ; Ptolomy, king of 
Egypt, was the fon of a Tquire in Alexander's army ; 
the Emperor Dioclefian, was the fon of a fori- 
vener •> the emperor Probus, was fon of a gar* 

denerj 



dener ; and the parents of Aurelius, werefo obfcurc 
that writers have not agreed who they were; Max* 
iminus was the ion of a fmith, or as fome fay a 
waggon-wright ; Marcus Julius Licinius, was the 
fon of a herdfman ; Bonofus, was the fon of a poor 
lfipcndary fchoolmafter ; Mauritus Juftinus, pre- 
decefibr to Juftinian, and alfo Galerus, were both 
fhepherds ; pope John, the Twenty-fecond of that 
name, was the fon of a (hoe-maker ; pope Nichol- 
as the fifth, was the fon of a man that fold eggs r 
and butter about the ftreets ; and pppe Sixtus the 
fourth, was a mariner's fon $ Lamufius, king of 
the Lombards, was the fon of a common ftrum- . 
pet, who (when he was an rnfant) threw him into 
a ditch, but was taken out by king Agelmond; 
Primiflaus, king of Bpheinia, was the fon of a 
country peafant ; Tamerlane the great, was a 
herdfman ; Caius Marius, feven times qbrrful of 
Rome, was born of poor parents in the village of 
Arpinum ; and Marcus Tullms Cicer6, conful of 
Rome and pro-conful in Afia, was from the poor 
Tuguriok of Arpinum, the meaneft parentage that 
could be ; Ventidius, field-marfhai and conful of 
Rome, was the fon of 4 muleteer ; and Theophra- 
ftus was the fon of a botcher, L e. a mender of 
- garments, &c. " ' 

I have heard of many others of later date that 
have been preferr'd to places or offices of great 
truft, ai>jd dignified with titles of honour, with- 
out having the leaft claim to courage, wit, learn- 
ing, or hbnefty > therefore if fuch occurrences be 
duly confidered, I humbly conceive it will not be 

b deemed 
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deem'd as a capital offence, that L&obtcf enter-, 
tain ray own perpetual notion, while I dp not 
endeavour to difinherit any man of his properties. 

,1 doubt I have tired '^he; reader's patience'; and 
if lb, I humbly beg his pardon for this long digreC- 
fion. But to return,, whiff my mind was wholly ' 
taken up with" my fancied fuperiority ; as an hif- 
torian, &c< I infenfibly fell into a flumber, ; when 
roe-thought fpur men entered., my room; their 
habits appeared to be of very ancient fofhion, and 
their language aUb I imagined; to bfe either He-: 
l?rew, Arabic, or Chaldean, in which they addre&' 
fed me, and I io^c^iteiy anfwered theih after 
the pantomiirie Tajhibn : After iome foftiiat ceri- 
ipooies, I.delSrejl.to'khow their n^mes and from' 
whence they Came ; to which opc bf them anfwered* 
me*(ia EnglifhVwe arc £oiir\ brothers; and came 
trom the Eoly.^ty bfjerufalem,; pur nairies are 
Shallum, Ahimari* Akhulx. apd Talmori. Hear.-j 
ing they were fojoyrners from jerufaleiti, I afkea 
them whether they could give iirf account of 

Solomon's temple j to which shaiiiim * 

{the chie£ of them) made anfwer dhd 'feid, the 
wife King SOLOMON, GkAND-IVlA&TER of 
Ifrael, appointed us head porters at the Temple* 
in the thirty^feeond year of his age;, the .twelfth of 
his reign, and al?out the.year of the world 294.2 : 
and therefore we can give a full and particular 
defcription of that wonderful fabrick, and likewife 
of the ingenious artifts who petform'd it, I was 

i glad

glad to meet with fuch brethren, from whom I 
did expeft a great deal of knowledge ; which the 
many ages they had lived in muft have taught 
them, if their memories did not fail: upon mis 
confideration I told them, that 1 was writing a hit 
tory of maipnry, and be^d their afliftance, &c. 

A hi (lory of mafonry! (fays Ahiman) from the 
day of the dedication of the holy Temple to this 
prefent time, I have not leen a hiftory of mafonry, 
though fome have pretended (not only) to defcribe 
the length, breadth, height, weight, colour, fbape, 
form, and fubftance of every thing within and 
about the temple $ but alto to tell the fpiritual * 
meaning of them, as if they krifcw die mind of 

* him who gave prders for that building, or fcen it 
finiflied : but I can affure you, that fuch furveyors 
have never feen the temple, nay never have been 
within a thousand miles of Jerufalem : Indeed 
(continued he) there was one Flavius (I think he 

* was a Soldier) tdok a great deal of notice of the 
' temple, and otjier matters about it 5 as did another 

man, cajled J6rry : : Tfherewere two others whbfe 
names i have forgbv but remember one of them 
was an excellent dreamer j » and the other was very 
handy in collecting all manner of good writings || 
after die Captivity. 

Thofe were the orily men that have wrote moft 
and beft upon that fubje€t, and yet all their works 

together

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together would not be fufficient for a preface 
to the hiftory of mafonry ; but for your further in- 
ftrudkion, you fhall hear an eminent brother who 
'can inform you in every particular that is neceffary 
tq your prefent undertaking. The words were 
fcarce ended, when there appeared a grave old 
gentleman, with a longbeard; he was dreiTed in aa 
embroidered veft, ana wore a breaft plate of gold, 
fet with twelve precious Stones, which formed an 
oblong fijuare : ^ was informed that the name of 
the ftones were Sardine, Emerald, Ligure, Beryl, 
Topas, Saphire, Agate, Onyx, Carbuncle, Dia- 
mond, Amethyft, and Jafpcr : Upon thefe ftones 
were eiigraved the names of the twelve tribes viz. 
Reuben, Judah, Gad, Zebulun, Simeon, Dan, 
Aflier, Jofeph, Levi, Naphthali, Ifiacher, and 
Benjamio. 

Upon his entrance, the four fojourners did him 
the homage <lue to a fuperior as to me, the luftrc 
of his bread- plate dazzled my fight, in fuch a 
manner that I could fcarce look at him. But 
Ahiman giving him to underftand that the people 
of this country were weak-fighted, he immediately 
covered his breaft-plate > wnjch not only gave pie 
an opportunity of perceiving him more diftinft, but 
alfo of paying him my refpedt's in the beft manner 
I was. capable of y and making a very low bow, 
I . presented, him with the firft volume* of the hif- 
tory of malbriry, hoped he would do me the ho- 
nour of peruling it, and beg'd his advice for my 
further piroctedings'ikfiki^y received if, and read 
it over, whjjft I impatiently waited to hear: his opi- 
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nion ; which at laft (to my mortification) amounted 
to no more than an old Hebrew proverb (which 
Ahiman tranflated thus ; Thou haft div'd deep 
into the water, and haft brought up a potftierd) : 
neverthelefs lie took me by the hand, and faid * ; 
my fon, if thou wilt thou (halt be taught, and if 
thou wilt apply thy mind thou (halt be witty ; if 
thou love to hear thou (halt receive fdoftrine) ; 
and if thou delight in hearing thou (halt be wife : 
and although your hiftory of mafonry is not worth 
notice, yet you may write many other things of 
great fervice to the fraternity. 

Certain it is (continued he) that free-mafbnry 
has been from the creation (though not under that 
name) ; that it was a divine gift from God ; that 
Cain and the builders of his city were ftrangers to 
die fecret myftery of mafonry ; that there were but 
four mafons in the world when the deluge hap- 
pened ; that one of the four, even the fecond fon of 
Noah was not matter of the art; that Nimrod, nor 
any of his bricklayers, knew any thing of the mat- 
ter; and that there were but very few maftersof the 
art (even) at Solomon's temple: whereby it plainly 
appears, that the whole myftery was communicated 
to very few at that time ; that at Solomon's temple 
(and not before) it received the name of free-ma- 
fonry, becaufe the mafons at Jerufalem and Tyre 
were the greatcft cabalifts*(-then in the world; that 
the myftery has been, for the moft part, jprattifed 

amongft

memories of as many thoufands pf the faithful 
Crafts are buried in oblivion : Ffopi whence 
he gave me to understand* th# fuch hiftories were 
of no jufe to the fociety at prefenjt * jmd further ad- 
ded, that the manner of CQpiHtutmg lodges, the 
old and new regulations, &c. were 7 the only and 
moft ufefiil things (cQncerftiftg free-mjafonry) that 
could be wrote : to which I beg'd to be informed* 
whether fangs were to be introduced : his anfwer 
was * : if thou be mad$ the mafter, lift not thyfelf 
up ^ but be among than as one of the reft : take 
diligent care for them, and fo fit down. 

And when thou haft done all thy duty, fit 
down, that thou mayft be merry with them j and 
receive a crown for thy good behaviour. 

Speak thou that art the elder, for it becometh 
thee ; but with found Judgment : and hinder pot 
mufic. •}• And at all timqsjlet thy garments be 
White. 

While he was fpealung thefe laft words, I was 
awaked by a young puppy that (got into the Room 
while I flept, and, feizing my papers, eat a great 

part

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part of them, and) was then (between "my legs) 
ffiaking and tearing the laft fheef of what I had 
wrote. 

I hwe not words to exprefs the forrow, grief, 
trttuble, and venation T was in, npon feeing the 
c&tafttojilfeof z-Vrotli which I exp6Sed wotitd dut- 
laftthe t^tk of tlfcwf. 

Like one diftra&ed (as ni J trutK I was)'! ran 
to the owner of the dog, and demanded immediate 
fatisfa&ion : he told me he would hang the cur $ 
but at the fame time he imagined I ftiouldbe 
under more obligation to him for fo doing, than he 
was to me for what had happened. 

In fliort, I looked upon" it as a bad omen ; and 
my late dream had made fo great ah impreffion 
on my mind, that fuJ)erftition got the better of me, 
and caufed me to deviate from the general cuftom 
of my worthy predeceflbrs ; otherwifc I would 
have publiftied a hiftory of mafonry : and as this 
is rather an accidental than a defigned fault, I hope 
the reader will look over it with a favourable eye. 

In the following fheets I have inferted nothing 
but what are undeniable truths, which will 
be found (if obferved) to be of great ufe to the fra- 
ternity, and likewife to numbers that are not of 
the fociety j to the latter, it will (hew them the 
folly of ridiculing a fociety founded upon religion, 
morality, brotherly love, and good fellowlhip: 
and to thofe of a more gentle and better poliflied 

^ nature. 
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nature, in giving them an opportunity ofexa~~, 
mining whether they are indued with the ne- 
ceflary qualifications to be made free-mafons. 

How far this may anfwer the defign, I know . 
not) but I hope that my brethren and others 
will accept the will for the deed, and take this 
as the widow's mite was received, which will 
amply reward my trouble.

GENTLEMEN, as may be inclined to 
become Free-Masons. 

GENTLEMEN, 

1 F the love of knowledge, intereft, company, 
-* or dear curiofity, fhould take pofleffion of any 
corner of your heads or hearts, and work ydki up 
to a defire of becoming free-mafons ; in fuch 
cafe, I beg leave to offer my fervice as your 
guide to the lodge door : this propdfal, will not 
(I hope) be difagreeable to you, confidering that 
I am the firft perfon that ever offered affiftance 
in this manner. But, before we fet out, it is 
necefTary that you carefully examine whether you 
are properly equipt for fuch an undertaking. 

To this end, be it known to you gentlemen, that 
in every warranted lodge they have the following 
order, viz* 

"Any perfon defirous of being made a free-mafbn 
in the lodge, fhall bepropofed by a member thereof, 
that is to fay, his name, age, defcription of his 
perfon, title, or trade and place of refidence $ that 

c fuch 
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fuch propofal fliall be made in lodge hours * ar 
leaft one lodge-night before the initiation, in 
order, that th,e brethren may have fufficient time 
and opportunity to make a ftri£t enquiry into the 
morals, character and circumftances of the can- 
didate i and the brother that propofes him fhall at 
the fame time depofite fuch a fum (of the candi- 
• date's money) as the majority fliall think fufficient 
(not lefs then one crown) to infure the lodge that 
the candidate will attend according to the propofal, 
And if the lodge approve his perfon, age, cha- 
radter and circumftances, and therefore initiate 
hi^i into the myftry &c. he fhall pay whatfbever 

«nj;he brethren fliall think proper (not lefs than 
o fruineas) and cloath the lodge *f if required. 
But tf the lodge think the candidate unworthy, 
and refufc to make him, his money fhall he faith* 
fully mnrncd to him $ but, in cafe the lodge 
approve his perfon and character &c. and he 
reftife to be made, then lhall hfe forfeit his money 
far the benefit of diftrefled free maibns* And it is 
hereby ordered and declared, that no perfon is 
capable of becoming a member of the lodge, but 
fuch as are of mature age, upright in body and

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tnan, and is endowed with an eftate, office, trade, 
occupation, or lome vifible way of acquiring an 
honeft and reputable livelihood, as becomes the 
members of this moft ancient and honourable 
fraternity* * 

By this regulation you fee that the free mafbns 
will make i ftridt (though private) enquiry" into 
your charaSer and ability : And therefore I 
advife you to be as circumfped: on your fide. Per- 
haps, you may think that it will be impoffible for 
you to diftinguiffi the good from bad, amongft 
$t people who make it their peculiar ftudy to keep 
all things fecret. Let not fuch a thought difcourage 
you, when I aflure you, that you have a faithful 
guide, who has made free mafonry (both antient 
and modern) his conftant ftudy for twenty years 
paft, and thinks it a duty incumbent on him, 
to give you thefe inftrudtions. 

In the firft place, when you intend to be 
made a free mafon, go with your friend to the 
lodge, and defire him to fhew you the warrant 

c 2 or 

* To this I beg leave to add a word or two : The per- 
fons to whom I now fpeak, are the men of fome education 
and an honeft Chara&er, but in low circumftances ; I fay, 
let them firft confider their income and families, and kno\p, 
that free mafonry requires ability, attendance, and a gopd 
appearance to maintain and fupport it's antient and honour- 
aide grandeur. Be it alfo remembered, that they have no 
title to the general charity, until* they prove, that they Have 
been formerly in reputable, at leaft, irt tolerable circum- 
ftances. 
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or difpcnfation by which the lodge is held ; that ts 
to fay, an inftrument printed or written upon 
parchment and figncd by fome noble grand 
mailer, his Deputy and grand wardens, and 
grand fecretary, and fealed with their grand lodge 
feal &c. conftituting and appointing particular 
perfons (therein named) as matter and wardens, 
with fulj power to congregate and hold a lodge 
at fuch a place, and therein make and admit 
free mafons, according to. the moft antient and 
honourable cuftom of the royal craft, in all ages 
and nations throughout the known world, with 
full power and authority to nominate, chufe and 
inftall their fucceffors &c. When they produce this 
authority or warrant, then call for the by-laws, 
and (having ferioufly perufcd them) confider 
whether your natural difpofition will incline you 
to be conformable to them. Next call for the 
roll or lift of the members, where you may find 
the names of fome of your intimate and moft- 
efteemed friends, or perhaps the names of fuch 
(other of your acquaintance) as you would not 
chufe to affociate with. If thefe refearches prove 
agreeable, then you may venture to lay down the 
depofite money, (as it is called) but if they do 
not produce the grand mailer's authority by war- 
rant or difpeofation, you are to look upon them 
not only as the magma of free mafons, but the 
very dregs of mankind, who (under the cloak of 
trotherly love) are ever upon the watch for an 
opportunity to pick your pockets, and make you 

con- 
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contemptible into the bargain. * Doubdefs you 
will wonder how, or by what means, luck 
abandoned wretches got admittance into a frater- 
nity which boaft of lb much honour and virtue, 
as to level themfelves with kings and princes, 
efpecially, if they adhere ftridtly to the foregoing 
regulation. To this I anfwet, that feme of the 
Landlords^ where the lodges are held, do often 
recommmend perfons to be made free mafons, 
and that the lucrative view takes place (too often) 
where impartiality, honefly and virtue ought to be 
the points of fight. That others have flood the 
teft of the ftri&eft fcrutiny, behaved well for many 
years, and afterwards fell into all manner of vices, 
* which feryes to (hew the inftability and weaknefc 
of mankind, and that all the dodrine and laws 
upon earth (without the grace of God) is not fu£- 
ficient to make men wife or deter them from evil. 
Neverthelefs (in the fyftetn of free mafonry) there 
- . are many ways to mend the manners, polifli the 
difpofition, corred: the Judgment, and refine the 
iafte of a foul virtuoufly inclined. And as the

• For a confirmation hereof read the eighth Regulation, 
(page 58) where it is ordered, v that no perfon fo made, nor 
any concerned in making him, fhall be a grand officer, nor 
an officer of any particular lodge, nor fhall any fuch partake 
of the general charity, if they fhould come to want it. 

t I. do not charge landlords in general with fuch evil pro- 
ceedings, becaufe I know many of them that abhor finifter 
views, and would facrifice all pecuniary intereft, before they 
would -break through any of the facred rules or orders of the 
craft. 
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number of good and wife/ree-mafbns have always 
greatly exceeds that of the foolifh and wicked, 
it would be as abfurd to condemn the whole fof> 
part, as it would be in the Jews to condemn Shem 
and Japhet for the curfe brought upon Ham s or 
the Chriftians, to condemm the eleven apoflles, 
becaufc Judas turned traitor. But this is not 
altogether the bufinefs of a guide, therefore I beg . 
leave to reaffume my proper character, and earn- 
eftly define you to flaun mafon clubs, that is to fay, 
lodges formed without authority, for you may reft 
fully aflured, that fuch clubs are generally com- 
pofed of excluded rftembers, or perfons clan- 
deftinely made by them , and consequently in- 
capable of giving proper inftrudlions to their pupils. 
Or admit them capable of giving proper inftruc- 
tions, even then 5 the new brethren will be led in 
the dark, becaufe it is the intereft of the rebel 
party to conceal the cflentials af the craft, which, 
if revealed, muft of courfe prove themfelves to be 
villains. Therefore, in order to avoid falling into 
fuch hands, I earneftly beg of ydu, to have no 
communication with any lodge or fet of men 
under the denomination of a free mafonslodge, 
until they produce the grand maffer's authority, 
figned and fealed as before mentioned. But 
having produced fuch authority, you may then 
enter in the name of God! where you will be ac-> 
quainted with myfteries, which are not permitted 
to be revealed by a guide, efpecially out of the 
lodge: And if after fuch enterance or admiflaon 
you find that I have mifled you, I- do hereby give 

you 
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you full liberty to expofe me as a blind guide &c. 
but if experience teach you, that my inftru&iona 
(as well as my intentions) were juft, then I hope 
you will do me the honour of calling me a faith- 
ful brother, And that the Gpd of all light and 
truth (who is the giver of all good gifts and graces) 
may blefs, profper, and direct you, in aU your 
public and private (lawful) undertakings, is the

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Having taken my leave of the ftrangers, I now 
beg leave to addrefs niyfelf to the Gentlemen 
of the most antlent and honourable 
Fraternity. 

GENTLEMEN and BRETHREN, 

CEVERAL eminent craftfmen refiding in 
^ Scotland, Ireland, America and other parts 
both abroad a^d at home, have greatly im- 
portuned me, to give them ibme account of what 
is called modern roafonry in London. I cannot 
be difpleafed with fuch importunities, becaufe I 
had the like curiofity myfelf, about fixteen or 
feventeen years ago, when I was firfl introduced 
into that fociety. However* before I proceed any 
farther concerning the difference* between antient 
and modern, I think it my duty, to declare 
fclemnly before God and man, that I have not 
die leaft antipathy againft the gentlemen members 
of the modern fociety ; but, on the contrary, love 
and refpeft them, becaufe I have found the 
generality of them to be hearty cocks and good 
fellows (as the bacchanalian phrafe is) and many 
of them I believe to be worthy of receiving every 
biefftng that good men can afk or heaven beftow. 
I hope that this declaration will acquit me of any 
defign of giving offence, efpecially if the following 
queries and aniwers be rightly confidered.

general,. dcferve< the unanimous thanks and ap- 
plaufe * of the mafonical ' world) be it known, 
that the , innovation/' t < already . mentioned, 
arofe upon: the. fall of a Grand Master 
namely Sir Chriftopher Wren, who (as DoSor 

d 2 Anderfon 
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Anderfon fays) negledked the lodges. The 
Do&or's affertion is certainly true, and J will 
endeavour to do juftice unto the memory of Sir 
Chriftopher, by relating the real caufe of fuch 
negledt The famous Sir Chriftopher Wren, 
Knight, (Mailer of Arts formerly of Wadham 
college, Profeflbr of aftronomy at Grefham and 
Oxford, Doctor of the civil law, Prefident of the 
royal fociety, grand mafter of the moft antient 
and honourable fraternity of free and accepted 
mafons, architect to the crown, who built moft 
of the churches in London, laid the firft (lone of 
the glorious cathedral of St. Paul, and lived to 
finifh it.) having ferved the crown upwards of 
fifty years, was (at the age of ninety) difolaced 
from employment, in favour of Mr. William 
B-nf-n, who was made furveyor of the buildings 
&c. to his Majefty King George the firft. 
The firft fpecimen of Mr. B-nf-n ? s fkill in archi- 
tecture was a report made to the houfe of Lords, 
that their houfe and the painted chamber adjoining 
wpre in immediate danger of falling ; whereupon 
the Lords /net in a committee, to appoint fbme 
other place to fit in, while the houfe fhould be 
taken down. But it being propofed to caufe fome 
other builders firft to infpedt it, they found it in 
very good condition. The Lords, upon this, were 
going upon an addrefs to the king, againft the 
modern architect* for fuch a mifreprcfentation, but 
the Earl of Sunderland, then fecretary, gave them 
ap aflurance that his majefty would remove him. 



Suclf 
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Such ufage, added to Sir Cbriftooher's great age* 
was more man enough to make nim decline all 
public aflemblies. And the maftcr mafons then 
10 London were fo much difgufted at the treat- 
ment of their old and excellent grand mafter, that 
they would not meet nor hold any communication 
under the fan&ion of his fucceflbr Mr. B-nf-n, 
in fhort, the brethren were ftruck with a Lethargy 
which feemed to threaten the London lodges with 
affinal diiTolution. 

Notwithftanding this flate of inactivity in Lon- 
don, the lodges in the country, particularly in 
Scotland and at York, kept up their antient for- * 
malities, cuftoms and ufages, without alteration, 
adding or diminiihing, to mis hour, from whence 
they may juftly be called the moft antient &c. 

About the year 1 7 1 7 fome joyous companions, 
jyho had paffed the degree of a craft, (though very 
rufty) revived to form a lodge for themfelves, in 
order (by conversation) to recoiled* what had been 
formerly dictated to them, or if that (hould be 
found impracticable, to fubftitute fomething new, 
which might for the future pafs for mafonry 
amongft themfelves. Atthis meeting the queftion 
was aiked, whether any perfon in the aflembly 
knew the Mafter s part, and being anfwered in 
tfye negative, it was refolved, nem. con. ttiat the 
deficiency fhould be made up with a new compo- 
fjtion, and what fragments of the old order found 

amongft 
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amongft them, /hould Jbe . immediately reformed 
and made more - pljaftlfe Ito the hunioarS of the # 
people. Hence jt w^ I o^ei # e.d l , that every' perfbn'' 
(during tbe timfe of fiU initiation) jfhduld Wear ' 
boots (pat's; \ fv^drd ah(l 4 lpedad^s. : ^That every 
apprentice (going andcotb'ing froriTwbrJt) fhould 
carrv plumb rule upon his right fide/ contrary 
to IVe anttefik. . Thar every fellow Cf aft fhould 
Cdfrry the level 1 upon his left fide, and hot upon his 
right fide* as the antients did. And that every 
perfon, dignified with the title of a mdjler mafon>

It was alfo thought expedient to abolifh the old 
cuftom of ftudying Geontetryin the lodge, arid ' 
fome of the young brethren iftade it appear, that 
a good knife and forjf in the hands of a dexterous ( 
brother (over proper materials) would give greater. ' 
fatisfa&ioii, and'add more to the rotundity of fhe li 
lodge, than the beft fcale and compafs in Europe, 
and farthermore added, that a line, a fquare, * pa-^ 
rallelogram, a rhombus,' a rhomboides, a triangle,' 
a trapezium,, a circle, a fernicircle, a' quadrant, 
a parabola, a cube, a parallelopipedon,: a prifm, ' 
a pyramid, a cylinder, a cone, a prifmoid, a cy- 
" lindroid, a fphere, a fpheroid, a paraholicfe, fru- 
flrums, fegnlents, polygons, ellipfis and irregular 
figures of all forts might be drawn and reprefented 
upon Bread, Beef, Mutton, Fowls, Pies &c : as 
demonftratively as upon flates or fheets of paper j 
and that the ufe of the globes might be taught 
and explained as clearly and briefly upon two 
botdes, as upon Mr. Senex's globes of 28 inches 

, diameter; 
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diameter j and we are toid, that fnoni this im- 
provement iproeeqded the laudable caftom of 
-charging to a public hqakh at ewry third fentence 
Ithatt is fpoke in the lodge. There was another 

• old x:uftom f that gave umbrage to the young archi- 
tects, i. e.cthe wearing: of aprons, which made 

-the gentlemen look like. fo many mechanic^, 
therefore it was propofed, that no brother -(for the 
future) fhould wpar an apron. This propofal 
was/ rejected by the oldaft members, who dc- 

; clared, that the apronsj were all the figns of ma- 4 
fonvy tben xcimining amongft. them, arid for that 
reafonthey would keep and wear them. It ' was 
then propofed, that tag? they were refolved to 
wear aprons) they fhould be turned upfide down, 

; in order to /avoid appearing mechanical. This 
prdpofel took - place and anfwered the defign, for 
that,-* which was formerly the lower part, was now 

* fattened round the abdomen, and the bib and 
ftrings hung.dowriwardfi, dangling in fech manner 
as might convince the fpediators, that there was 

. not a working mafcn amongft them. 

Agreeable as this alteration might feem to the 
gentlemen, neverthelefs it was attended with an 
ugly circumftancc: for, in taverfing the lodge, 
the brethren were fubjedt to treiad upon the ftrings, 
which often caufedthem to.falI with great violence, 
fb that it was thought neceffary, to invent feveral 
methods of walking, in order to avoid treading 
upon the' ftrings. In brief, every meeting pro- 
duced an addition or a palinody. Amongft other 
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things they feized on the ftonc mafons Arms, * 
which that good natured company has permitted 
them to wear to this day, for which reafon Several 
of the brethren have turned their aprons in the 
old fafhion, and afiedt to immitate the operative 
mafons. And it is pleafant enough, to fee fixty 
or feventy able men about a little Lewis and cap- 
flan &c. eredted upon a mahogany platform 
(purchafed at an extravagant price) all employed 
in railing a little fquare piece of marble, which 
the weakeft man in company could take between 
his finger and thumb and throw it over the houfc. 

I have the greateft veneration for fuch imple- 
ments as are truly emblematical or ufeful in refin- 
ing our moral notions, and I am well convinced 
that the cuftom and ufe of them in lodges are both 
antient and inftru£tive, but at the lame time I 
abhor and deteft the unconlHtutional fopperies of 
cunning avaricious tradefrnen, invented and intro- 
duced amongft the moderns with no other defign 
but to extra<3t large fums of money, which ought 
' to be applied to more noble and charitable uies. 
There is now in my neighbourhood a large piece 
of iron fcrole work, ornamented with foliage &c 
painted and gilt (the whole at an incredible ex- 
pence) and placed before the mafter s chair, with 
a gigantic fword fixed therein, during the com- 
munication 

* The operative or ilone mafons are the 30th company 
in London, they were incorporated by Charles the fecond* 
and have a hall in Bafinghall ftreet, the number of their 
livery men about feventy, and the livery fine five pounds. 
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formication of the members, a tiling contrary to 
all the private and public rules of mafonry : all 
implements of war and bloodfhcd being confined 
to the lodge door, from the day that the flaming 
fword was placed in the Eaft of the garden of 
Eden, to the day that the fagacious modern placed 
his grand fword of State in the midft of his lodge. 
Nor is it uncommon for a tyler to receive ten or 
twelve fhillings for drawing two. fign pofts with 
chalk &c. and writing Jamaica rum upon one, and 
Barbadoes rum upon the other, and all this (I 
liippofe) for no other ufe, than to diftinguifh 
where thefe liquors are to be placed in the lodge. 

There are many other unconditional pro* 
ceedings, which (to avoid giving offence) I pafs 
over in filence. And hope, that I (hall live to 
fee a general conformity and univerfal unity 
between the worthy mafons of: all denominations. 
This is the moft earneft wifhes and ardent prayers

N. B. The free maibns arms jn< the upper part 
of the frontis piece of this book, was found in the 
collection of the famous and learned hebrewift, 
architect and brother, Rabi Jaeob Jehud^h Leon. 
This gentleman,; at the requeft of the ftates of 
Holland, built a ftaodel of Salomon's temple. 
The- defign of this undertaking was to build a 
temple in Holland, but upon furveying the model 
it was adjudged, that the upited provinces were 
not rich enough to pay for it; whereupon the 
States gencroufly beftowed the model upon the 
builder, notwithstanding they, had already paid 
him his demand, which was very great. This 
model was exhibited to public view (by authority) 
at Paris and Vienna, and afterwards in London, 
by a patent under the great feal of England,, and 
iigfted Killigrew in the reign of King Charles the 
fecond. At the feme time* Jacob JucUh Leon 
publifhed a defcription of the tabergacfc and the 
temple, and dedicated it to his Majefty, and in 
the years 1759 and 1760 I had . the pleafure of 
perufing and examining both; thefe curiofities. 
The arms are emblazoned thus, quarterly per 
fquares, counteifchanged Vert, lii the firft quarter 
Azure a lyon rampant Or, in the fecond quarter 
Or, an ox paflant feble; in the third quarter Or, 
a man with hands eredt, proper robed, crimfon 
• and ermin 4 in the fourth quarter Azure, an eagle 
displayed, Or. Creft, the holy ark of the cove- 
nant, proper, fupported by Cherubims. Motto, 
Kodes la Adpnai, i. e* Holioef&to the Lord.

The learned Spencer fays, the Cherubims had 
the face of a man, the "wings of an eagle, the back 
and mane of 3 lion, and the feet of a calf. De 
Legik> Hebr. Hit. 3. dijf. 5. cb\ 2- 

The prophet Ezekiel fays, they had four forms, 
a man, a lion, an ox, and an eagle. 

When the Ifraelites were in the wildernefs, and 
encamped in four cohorts, the ftandard of the 
tribe of Judah carried a lion, the tribe of Ephraim 
an ox, the tribe of Ruben a man, and the tribe 
of Dairan eagle; thofe four ftai?dards compofed 
a Cherubim $ therefore God chofe to fit upon 
Cherubims bearing the forms of ,thofe animals, 
to fignify, that he was the leader and king of the 
cohorts of the Ifraelites. T rad. of the Heb. 

Bochart fays, that they reprefented the nature 
and miniftry of angels, by the lion's form is figni- 
fied their ftrength, generofity and majefty; by 
that of the ox, their conftancy and affiduity in 
executing the commands of God ; by their human 
fhape their humanity and kindnefs ; and by that 
of the eagle, their agility and fpeed, Bochart 
+ >& animal facr. P. 1 . 
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As thefc were the arms of thie mafons that Built 
the tabernacle and the temple, there is not the 
.lealt doubt of their being tne proper arms of the 
jnoft antfent and honourable fraternity of free ind 
accepted mafons, and the continual practice, 
formalities and tradition, in all regular lodges, 
from the loweft degree to the moft high, i. e. 
The, Hqly Royal Arch* confirms the truth 
hereof.

The fenators of J?awi#, at thefr ttfifid fitting in 
die fenate-houfe, had constituted a Cuftom 
among thcmfclves, that each brother fenator who* 
had a fen, Ihould be admitted with his father to 
abide in the fenate-houfe during their fitting, or 
-depart if occafion required ; nor was this favour 
general, but extended only to noblemen's fans; 
who were tutored in fuch a manner as enabled 
"diem to become wife governors, capable of keep* 
kig their own fecrets. About this time it happen* 
* ed that die fenators fat in confutation of a very 
important caufe, ib that they flayed much longer 
than ufual, and the conclufion refenid to die fol- 
lowing day, with exprefe charge of fecrcey in the 
mean time. Among die other noblemen's fons 
who had been at this weighty bufinefs, was that 
faithful youth the fen of die grave P4pirsts f whofc 
family was one of the moft noble and illuftrious 
ia all Rome. 

Th b young lad being come home, his mother 
(as moft of the fa»r~fex are highly a&efted with 
novelty) in treated him to tell her what ftrange 
cafe bad been that day debated in die fenate, that

I need 
not put the reader in mind that fiich fudden heats 
fddom admit of corifideratkm ; but on die con- 
trary, hucsy the fenfes 'and) faculties further tt> 
ra(hnef$, and other follies ; by which they are 
xetxferfed incapable trf doing themfdves fiich good 
actions, or fervice, to their cafe ofteh require : Bo 
witfeom requiring any other coutifel, ifce immedi- 
ately fentto the oriiei* ladles and matrons of Rotne^ 
to acquaint diem with: this weighty affair, where* 
in the peace and welfare of their whole lives was x 
fo nearly concerned. This melancholy news blew 
up fuch a brain-fick paffion, that the Jadies imme- 
diately aflembled j and though (fome fay) that a 

parliament 
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parliament of women are very feldom governed 
by one fpedter, yet this affair being To urgent} the 
bafle as pertinent, and the cafe (on their behalf) 
merely indulgent, the revealing woman mtul pro- 
locate for. herielf and die reft. And on die nest 
morntng Yuch a dm was at the fenate door, for 
admiflion to fit with their hufoands in this;wonde~ 
confutation, as if all Rome had been in an 
toj&tiar. Their minds muft not be known before 
they have audience y which (though againft all 
order) being granted, fuch an oration was made 
by the woman fpeaker, with requeft that women 
might have two hufcands rather than men tw*> 
wives, who could fcarcely content one, (ffc. Up- 
oii the riddle's fokttion, the noble youth was high- 
ly commended for his fidelity, and the ladies 
greatly confounded, and departed very likely with 
Wufbing cheeks. * Nevetthelefs, to avoid the like 
Ihconveniency for the future, it Was determined 
that thence forward - they £hould bring their fons 
no more into the fenate; only young Papirus^ 
who was freely accepted, and his fecrecy and dif- 
erect policy not only a ppl a u de d , but himfelf with 
tides of honour dignified and rewarded. 

No* fhould we forget the faithful Anuxarcbus 
(as related by PJiny, in his feventh book and 
twenty-third chapter), who was taken in order to 
force lus fecrtfe from him, bit his tongue in the 

midft 
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midflt between his teeth, and afterwards threw k 
in the tyrant's face. 

The Athenians had a ftatueof brafs, which 
they bowed to ; the figure was made without * 
tongue, to declare fecrecy thereby. 

Likewise die Mgyftumx vmrftiepptd Harp** 
crates y die god of filence * for which reafon he la. 
always pi&urcd holding his finger on his mouth* 

The Romans had a goddefs of filence named 
Anger ona y which was pi&ured like Rarfocrates* 
holding her finger on her mouth, in token *f fc- 
4crecy. c ...J 

The femnts q£ P/amps are much commended^ 
because no torment could majte them confefs tiife 
fceret which their tnofttt intnafted them with* 

Likewise the fervent of Grt* the orator waft 
cruelly tormented, but nothing <xmM make fck* 
reveal the fectets of[ his nutter. ' 

guintus Curtius tells us, that thoPerfms held t 
as an inviolable law to punifb moft grievioufly (and 
rndth more than any other trefpafe) him that dis- 
covered any fecret ; for confirmation thereof, he 
fcys, that Ming Darius* fccing vanquilhed by Alex- 
ander, had made his elcape fo far as to hide himfc¥ 
where he thought he might reft/ecure ; no tar- 
tutte&wbatfoeyer, or liberal promifes of rocompence t 
could: prevail with the faithful brethren that knew 
it, or comf>el them to difebfe it to any perfcn I

fecrets is a traitor, and he that, conceals them is a 
faithful brother : He likewife fays, that he that re- 
fraineth his tongue is wife : And agaiq, he that 
keeps his tongue, keeps his foul. I could menti- 
on many other gircuxnftances of the excellency of 
fecrccy ; and I dare venture to fay that the greatcft 
honour, jufttce, truth, and fidelity 4 has been al- 
ways found amongft thqfe who could keep theif 
own and others Secrets j and this is moft nobly fet 
, forth by Horace* who fays ; 

» The man refolv'd and fteady to his truft, 
Ioflexibk. to ill, and obftinately juft ; 
May the rude' rabble's infolence delpife, 
Their feiifelefs clamours and tumultuous cries \ . 
The tyrant's fiercenefs he beguiles,

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Therefore I am of opinion, that if fecrecy 
and filencc be duly confidercd, they will be found 
mod neceflary to qualify a man for any bufinefi 
of importance : If this be granted, J am-4Sottfident 
that no man will dare to difpute that Free-Mafons 
are fuperior to all other men, in concealing their 
fecrets, from times immemorial i which the pow- 
der of gold, that often has betrayed kings and prin- 
ces, and fometimes overturned whole empires, nor 
the mod cruel punifhments could never extort the 
fecret (even) from the weakeft member of the 
whole fraternity. 

Therefore I humbly prefume it will of 
confequence be granted, that the Welfare and 
good of mankind was the caufe or motive of fo 
grand an Inftitution as Free-Mafonry (po art yet 
ever being fo cxtenfiyely ufeful) which not only 
tends to protedkits members from external injuries, 
but to pdifli the rufty difpafitions of iniquitous 
minds, and alfo td detain then* within the plea- 
fant bounds of true religion, riiortdity and virtue ; 
for fuch are the precepts of tKis royal art, that if 
thofe who 1 have the honour of being members 
thereof would but live according td the true prin- 
f cipl^s of t^. ancient ; crafty every tp^n that's en- 
dowed with the Icaft fpark of honour orjbonefty,, 
TDNJ^t£.m^ agd confe-

But pfiethinks I hear Tome of my readers fay, 
ftirely if Ffee-Mafonry be fiich as it is here repreu 
lented; .the Brotherhood moft certainly are the 
happieft men living ; and yet, on the contrary, 
'wc ofteij meet Ibme very miferable, others Very 
great knaves, and a number of ignorant, illiterate 
ftupid fools of the fociety \ or at leaft would en- 
deavour to make the World believe fb. This 
has been duly confidered,. and anfwered, in the 
inftru&iofts, for fuch' as would become Free-. 
Mafons. In the " mean time I am well af- 
fured, that none but ftrangers to the craft, and 
ungenerous enemies to good fociety, wiH doubt 
the veracity * of what is here inferted concerning 
Free-Ma(bnry. And for further fatisfa&ion to my 
female readers, and fuch of the male fex as have 
riot the honour of being . initiated into the myftery, 
I here beg leave to treat of the principles of the 
craft (fo far as comes under the limitation , of my 
pen) whiqh I hope will meet with a juft admi- 
ration, becaufe they are founded upon religion, 
morality, brotherly-love, ' and good fellowfliip. 

A mason is obliged by his tenure to believe i 
firmly in the true worfhip of die eternal God, as , 
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well as in airthofe feared records which the dig- 
nitaries and fathers of the church have compiled 
and publiihed for the \xfe of aU good men : So 
. that no one who rightly underftands the art, can 
poflibly tread in the irreligious paths of the unhap- 
py libertine, or bp induced to follow the 'arrogant 
^rofeflbrsx>f :atheifm or dmfm ; neither * he toW 
ftained with the grofs errors of blind fuperftition, 
but may have the liberty, of embracing.what faith 
\t fhall think projpef, provided at all 'times he pays 
.a due reverence to his creator, • and by the world 
deals with honour and honefly, ever making that 
golden precept the ftandard-rule of his a&ions, 
which engages, To do unto all men as he would 
they fhould do unto him : For the craft, inftead 
of enteringinto.idJe andunneceffary difputes con- 
cerning the different opinions and perfuafions of 
men, admits into the fraternity all that are good 
and true whereby it hatb brought about the 
jneans of reconciliation, amongft perlbns, who, 
without that afliftjmce, would have remained at 
perpetual variance. 

A mason is a lover of quiet ; is always fubjetf: 
to the civil powers, provided they do ifet infringe 
upon the limitted bounds of religion and reafon : 
And it was never yet known, that a real craftfinan 
was concerned in any dark plot* defigns or con- 
trivances againft the ftate, becaufe the welfare of 
Ihe nation is his paculiar care j fo that from the 
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higheft to the loweft ftep magiftracy due regard 
and deference is paid by fym. 

But as Mafonry hath at feveral times felt the 
injurious efFeds of w*r* bloodihed, and devalua- 
tion, it was a ftronger engagement totheCraftf- 
men to ad agreeable to the rules of peace and loy- 
alty, the many proofs of; which behaviour hath 
occafioned the ancient kings and powers to protedt 
and defend them. But if a brother (hould be fc 
far unhappy as to rebel againft the ftate, he would 
meet with no countenance from his fellows > nor 
would they keep, any private converfe with him, 
whereby the government might have caufe to be 
jealous, ' or take the leaft umbrage.

pity mufl flow from his fcrgaft, and Wlief without 
prejudice according to his capacity. 

A Mason* is to pay dtte obedience 4» the au- 
thority of his matter and prefiding oncers, and to 
behave himfelf meekly amongft his brethren * nei- 
ther neglecting his ufttal occupation for "the fake 
of company, in running from ohe lodge Jo another; 
toor quarrel with the ignorant multitude, for their 
ridiculous afperfions concerning it : fe&t- at his lei- 
fure hours ho is required to ftudy the! arts and 
fciences with a diligent mind, that he may hot only 
perform his duty to his great CreMor^ but alio to 
his neighbour and himfelf : For to wilk humbly in 
the fight of God, to do juftice, and love mercy, 
are the certain chara&eriftics of- A real free 'and 
accepted antierit < mafon : Which qualifications I 
humbly hdpe they Will ptf fiefs to the end of time * 
and I darfc venture to 4y, lhat every tftie brother 
foill join with me in, Afnen. 

1The benefits arifmg from a ftri<3: obfowance*f 
die principles fcf the craft, are fo apparent ihttpl 
ffluft believe every good Man would be fond ~» 
profefs an&pra<ftife the fame j becaufe thole -princi- 
ples 
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pies tend to promote the happinefs of life, as they 
are founded on the bafis of wifdom and virtue. 

In the firft place ; our privileges and inftruc- 
tions,, when rightly madeufe of, are not only pro- 
dudtiVe of Our welfare on this fide of the gravc t 
but even our eternal happinefs hereafter. 
. For the craft is founded on fo folid a bafis that 
it will never admit blafphemy, lewdnefs, fwearing^ 
evil-ptbttirig, or controverfy ; and tho' they are not 
all of die fame opinion in matters of faith, yet they 
are ever m one mind in matters of mafonry; that 
i9, to febou* juftly, not to eat any man's* bread for 
nought, but to the uftnoft of our capacity to love* 
a«d ferve each other, as brethren of the &me houf- 
Tiold ought to do : Wifely judging, that it is as great? 
ari»abfordky iti one mam to quarrel with another be«- 
caufe he will not' believe as he does* as it would be 
in him to b6 angry becaufe he was not exa&ly of 
die foote fize and : countenance, &c. 

Therefore to afford fuccour to the diftreffed/ 
to divide our bread With the indtiftrious poor, and 
to piitf l35e mifguided traveller into his way, are: 
qualifications inherent in the craft arid : foitable txx 
its dignity, and fuch as the worthy members of 
t^hat great body have at all times ilrove with inde- 
fetigaHlfe pains to accomplifh. 
* These' and fuch- fifce benefits, arifing from a 
Afid: ofefervance of the principles of the craft (as 
numbers of brethren have lately experienced; if 

D duly 
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duly confidered, will be found not only to equal 
but to exceed any fociety in being, 

If fo, the worthy members of this great and 
ufeful fociety, can never be too careful in the elec- 
tion of members ; I mean, a thorough knowledge 
of the charadter and circumftance of a candidate 
that begs to be initiated into the myftery of free- 
mafonry. 

Upon this depends the welfare or deftru&ion 
of the craft ; for as regularity, virtue, and con- 
cord, are the only ornaments of human nature, 
(which is often too prone to a& in different capaci- 
ties) fo that the happinefs of life depends, in a 
great meafure, on our own election and a prudent 
choice of thofe fieps. 

For human fociety cannot fublift without con- 
cord, and tlje maintenance of mutual good offi- 
ces ; for, like the working of an arch of ftone, it 
would fall to the ground provided one piece did npt 
properly fupport another. 

In former times every man (at his requeft) was 
not admitted into the craft, (tho' perhaps of a good 
and moral reputation) nor allowed to (hare the be- 
nefits of our antient and noble inftitution, unlefs he 
was endued with fuch fkill in mafonry, as he. might 
thereby be able to improve the art, either in plan^ 
or workmahfhip ; or had fuch an affluence of for- 
tune as fhould enable him to employ, honour, and 
protedt the craftfmen. 

i 
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I would not be underflood, by this, to mean that 
no reputable tradefmen (hould receive any of our 
benefits but, on the contrary, am of opinion that 
they are valuable members of the commonwealth, 
and often have proved themfelves real ornaments to 
lodges. 

Those whom I aim at, are the miferable 
wretches of low-life, (often introduced by excluded 
men * J fome of whom can neither read nor write j 
and when [by the afliftance of mafonry] they arc 
admitted into the company of their betters, they 
too often aft beyond their capacities ; and under 
" pretence of fearching for knowledge, they fall into 
fcenes of gluttony or drunkennefs, and thereby 
negledt their necefiary occupation and injure their 
poor families, who imagine they have a juft caule 
to pour out all their exclamations and inve&ives 
D 2 againft 

* That is, men excluded from their lodges for mifdemea- 
nors, &c. who (finding themfelves deemed unworthy of fo no- 
ble a fociety ) ftill endeavour to make the reft of mankind be- 
lieve, that' they are good and true, and have full power and 
authority to admit, enter, and make free-mafons, when and 
wherefoever they pleafe, &c. Thefe traders, (though but few 
in number) aflbciate together, and for any mean confidera- 
tion admit any perfon to what little they know of the* craft. 
Little I fay, for I honeftly allure my readers, that no man 
who rightly underftands the craft, can be fb blind as to tram- 
ple over its ancient landmarks ; therefore all victuallers, &c. 
ought to be very cautious of entertaining fuch, from whom 
neither benefit nor credit can be expected.- JS& Nw Regu$ 
J*w»,VIII, 
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againft die \vhole body of free-mafonry; without 
confidering or knowing that our confutations and 
principles are quite oppofite to fuch bafe pro- 
ceedings. ' % 

The next thing to be confider^d is the choice 
of officers to rule and govern the lodge, according 
to the ancient and whblefome laws of our conftitu- 
tion ; and this is a matter of great concern, for the 
officers of a lodge are not only bound to advance 
and promote the welfare of their own particular 
lodge, but alfo whatfoever may tend to the good 
of the fraternity in general. 

Therefore no man ought to be nominated or 
put in fuch eledtion, but fuch as by his ^ncwn fkill 
and merit, is deemed worthy of peribrmance, viz. 
He muft be well acquainted with all the private 
and public rules and orders of the craft ; he ought 
to be ftridtly honeft, humane of nature, patient in 
injuries, modeft in converfation, grave in counfel 
"and advice, and (above all) conftant in amity and 
faithful in fecrecy *. 

Such candidates well deferve to be chofen the 
rulers and governors of their refpedtivc lodges, to 
whom the members are to.be courteous and obe- 
dient^ 

. * A man may jx>flfcfs all thefe good qualifications, and yet 
(if inlaw circum&ances) be; incapable of filling his office with 
cxedi^to the lodge or himfelf : ajud thjs I recommend as a 
jitter wejl worth the confidemion of aJUhe aaafUtuems, 
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dlent, and, by their wife and ancient di&ates, may 
learn to defpife die over-covetous, impatient, con- 
tentious prefumptious, arrogant, and conceited 
prattlers, the bane of human fociety. 
- Here I cannot forbear faying, that I have 
known men whofe intentions were very honeft, 
and without any evil defign commit great errors, 
and fcmctimes been the deftrudtioo of good lodges ; 
and this occafioned by their brethren hurrying them 
indifcreetly into offices, wherein their flender know- 
ledge of maibnry rendered them incapable of exe- 
cuting the bulioefs committed to their charge, to 
the great detriment of the craft and their owa 
dishonour. 

Amongst the qualities and principles of Ac 
craft, I have given a hint concerning the behaviour 
of a mafon in the lodge, to which I beg he may 
add the few following lines, viz. he is to pay due 
refpeft, and be obedient (in all reafonable matters) 
to the mailer and prefiding officers : He muft not 
curie, fwear, nor offer to lay wagers ; nor ufe any 
lewd or unbecoming language, in derogation of 
GOD'S Name, and corruption of good manners* 
nor behave himfetf ludicroufly, nor jeftingly, while 
the. lodge is engaged in what is ferious and folemn : 
Neither, is he to introduce, fupport, nor mention any 
difpufe or controveriy about religion, or politics; 
nor fpfice any brother to eat t drink, or ftay, againfi? 
bis jndlination j nor do or fay any thing that may 

' be 
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be ofFenfivc, or hinder a free and innocent convef- 
iation ; lead he fhould break the good harmony, 
and defeat the laudable defigns and purpofes, of the 
ancient and honourable fraternity. 

And I honeftly recommend frec-mafonry, as the 
moft fovereign medicine to purge out the above, or 
fuch other vices •> and regular lodges, as the only 
feminaries where men (in the moft pleafant and 
cleareft manner) may hear, underftand, and learn 
their duty to God ; and alfo to their neighbours. 
And this without the multiplicity of fpiteful and 
malicious , words, long arguments, or fierce de- 
bates ; which have been made ufe of, among mi£ 
taken mortals, upwards of a thoufand years paft : 
And inftead of uniting men in onefacred band (as 
the fervants of God, and brethren of the fame houf- 
hold) have divided them into as many different opi- 
nions, as there were (not only languages, but even) 
men at the confufion of Babel. 

As to the behaviour of the brethren when out of 
lodge, I hope the fhort fpace between each lodge- 
night will not admit of forgetfulnefs of the de- 
cency and good decorum obferved in the lodge, 
which may ferve them as an unerring ruleifor their 
behaviour and condudt in all other companies and 
places ; and like the worfhipful difcreet mafter of a 
lodge, rule, govern, and inftrudt their families at 
home in the fear of God and love pf their neigh- 
bours, 
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bours, while they themfelves imitate the members ' 
obedience, &c. in paying due refpedt to their fu- 
periors. 

These few hints may ferve to put die brethren 
in mind of the duty incumbent on them as free- 
mafons ; and likewife, how to behave themfelves 
in fuch a manner as may be acceptable to God, 
agreeable to the principles of the craft, and much 
to their own honour :. But for further fatisfa&ion 
to my readers in general, I lhall here infert the fe- 
veral old charges of free and accepted mafons. 
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THE 

OLD CHARGES 

OF THE 

FkEE and Accepted 
MASONS. 

CHARGE I. 
Concerning G O D and RUigion. 

^Jg^f MASON is Qbligcd by his tenure to 
A &f d kferve t " ie mor ^ as a Noa- 
f^ww^k ch ida*; and if he rightly underftands 
the craft, Ke will never be a ftupid 
atheift nor an irreligious libertine, nor a<ft againft 
confcience. 

In antient times, the chriftian mafons were 
charged to comply with the chriftian ufages of each 
country where they travelled or worked 5 being 
found in all nations, even of divers religions. 

They are generally charged to adhere to that 
religion in which all men agree ^leaving each bro- 

. ther 
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therjto his own particular opinion; ) that is, to be 
good men and true, men of honour and honefty, 
by whatever names, religions, or jyfiiafions they 
may be diftinguifhed ; for they all agree in the 
three great articles of Noah, enough to preferve the 
cement of the lodge. 

Thus mafonry is the center of their union, and 
the happy means of conciliating perfons that other- 
wife muft have remained at a perpetual diftance. 

CHARGE II. 

Of tie Cxvil Magistkate> fupreme 
and fubordinaie. 

A MASON muft be a peaceable fobjeft, nevef 
to be concerned in plots againft the ftate, nor 
dilrelpe&ful to inferior magiftrates. Of old, kings, ' 
princes, and ftates, encouraged the fraternity for 
their loyalty, whoever flouriftied moll: in times of 
peace i but though a brother is not to be counte- 
nanced in his rebellion againft the ftate, yet* if 
convi&ed of no other crime, his relation tp th? 
lodge remains indefeafible. 
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C H A R G E IH. 

Concerning a LODGE. 

A Lodge is a place where mafons meet to work 
in ; hence the aflembly, or organized body 
of Free-Mafbns, is called a lodge ; juft as the 
Word church is expreflive both of the congrega- 
tion and the place ofworfhip. 

Every brother fliould belong to fbrae partial 
lar lodge, and cannot be abfent without incurring 
cenfure, if not neceflarily detained. 

The men made mafons muft be free-born {or 
no bondmen,) of mature age, and of good report ; 
hail and found, not deformed or difmembered, at 
the time of their making $ but no woman, no 
Eunuch. ^ 

When men of quality, eminence, wealth, and 
learning, apply to be made, they are to be relpedt* 
fully accepted, after due examination 5 . for fuch 
often prove good lords (or founders) of work, and 
will not employ Cowans when true Mafons can 
be had theyalfo make the beft officers of lodges, 
and the beft designers, to the honour and ftrength 
of the lodge ; nay, from among them the frater- 
nity can have a noble Grand Masitbr $ but 
Jfrdthttngtre equally febjedt to the charges

and regulations, except in what more immediately 
concerns operative mafens* * 



CHARGE IV. 

Of Masters, Wardens, Fellows, and 
Apprentices* 

A LL preferments among mafons, is grounded 
upon real worth arid perfonal merit only, not 
upon feniority. No matter fliould take an appreri- . 
tice that is not the fon of honeft parents, a perfedt 
youth without maim br defedt in his body, and 
capable of learning the myfteries of the art; that 
fo the lords (or founders) may be well ferved, and 
the craft not defpifed ; and that when of age and 
expert, he may become an entered apprentice, or 
a free-mafon of the loweft degree ; and upon his- 
improvements, a fellow-craft and a mafter-mafon/ 
capable to undertake the lord's work. 

The wardens are chofen from among the matter 
mafons, and no brother can be a mafter of a lodge 
till he has a&ed as warden fomewhere, except in 
extraordinary cafes, or when a lodge is to be form- 
ed, and none fuch to be had, for then three maf- 
ter mafons, tho' never matters nor wardens of 
lodges before, may be conftituted mafter and war- 
dens of that new lodge. 
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But no number, without three mafter-mafons, 
[ can form a lodge ; and none can be the Grand 
,Mafter, or a Grand Warden, who has not a£ted 
as the mafter of a particular lodge. 

CHARGE V. 

Of the Management of the Craft in 
Working, 

ALL rnafons fliould work hard, and honeftly on 
working days, that they may live reputably 
and appear in a decent and becoming manner on 
holidays ; and likewife the working hours appoint- 
ed bylaw, or confirmed by cuftom, fhall be ob- 
ferved. 

. A mafter-mafon only muft be the furveyor or 
mafter of the work, who (hall undertake the lord's 
work reafonably, (hall truly difpend his goods as 
if they were his own, and lhall not give mofe wa- 
^gesthanjuft, to any fellow or apprentice. 

The wardens lhall be true both to mafter and 
fellows, taking care of all things both within and 
without the lodge, efpecially in the matter's ah* 
fences an^ their brethren (hall obey them- 

The mafter and the rnafons ftiall faithfully 
finifh the lord's work, whether task or journey ; 
nor (hall they take the work at talk, which hath 
been accuftorned to journey. 

None 
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tMoNE &all ftow cttvy at a brother's proiperky 5 
nor fupphmt him, nor fill him out Gf his work, if 
capable to finilji it. \ 

All mafons fh*H meekly receive their wageis 
Without murmuring or mutiny, and not defert the 
mafter till the lord's work is finished 5 they tnuft 
tivoid ill language, calling each other brother or 
fellow with much oourtefy, both within and. with-* 
out the lodge $ they fhall inftrudt a younger bro* 
ther to become bright and expert, that the lord's 
materials may not be ipoifcd. 

But free and accepted mafons fhall not allow 
Cowans to work with them, nor lhall they be em- 
ployed by Cowans without an urgent neceffity j 
and even in that cafe they muft not teach cowans* 
but muft have a feperate communication 5 no la- 
bourer fhall be employed in the proper work of 
Free-Mafons. 

CHARGE VI; 
Concerning MASON'S Behaviour* 

i» Behaviour in the lodge before clofing. 

'SJOV m«ft not hold private committees, or fo* 
parate converfation, without leave from the 
mafter ; nor talk of any thing impertinent, nor in- 
terrupt the mafter or warden, or any other brothefl 
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fpeaking to the chair ; nor a£t ludicroufly while 
due lodge is engaged in what is ferious and fblemn; 
but you are to pay due reverence to the mafter, 
wardens, and fellows, and put them to worfhip. 

Every brother found guilty of a fault, (hall 
ftand to the award of the lodge, unlefs he appeals 
to the grand lodge, or unlefs a lord's work is re^. 
tarded $ for then a particular reference may be 
made. 

No private piques, no quarrels about nations, 
families, religions, or politics, muft be brought 
within the doors of the lodge ; for as mafbns, we 
are of theoldeft Catholic Religion, before hinted ; 
and of all nations upon the fquare, level, and 
plumb ; and like our predeteflbrs in all ages, we 
are refolved againft political difputes, as contrary 
tp the peace and welfare of the lodge. , 

2. Behaviour after the lodge isclofed> and the 
brethren not gone. 

You may enjoy yourfelves with innocent mirth 
treating one another according to ability, but 
avoiding all excefs ; not forcing a brother to eat 
or drink beyond his own inclination (according to 
the old regulation of King Abafuerus), nor hinder 
him from going home when he pleafes ; for tho* 
after lodge-hours you are like other men, yet the 
blame of your excefs may be thrown upon the fra- 
ternity, though unjuftly. 

3. Be* 
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3. Behaviour at meeting without fir angers* but 
not in a formed lodge. 

You are to falute one another as you have beeit, 
or (hall be, inftru&ed ; freely communicating hints 
of knowledge, but without difclofing fecrets, un- 
lefs to thofe that have given long proof of their ta- 
citurnity and honour, and without derogating from 
the refpeft due to any brother, were he not a ma- 
fbn ) for though all brothers and fellows, are upon 
the level, yet mafonry divefts no man of the ho- 
our that was due to him before he was made a 
mafon,or that fhall become his due afterwards; nay 
it rather adds to his refpetffc, teaching us to give ho- 
nour to whom it is due, efpecially to a noble or 
eminent brother, whom we fliould diftinguifli 
from all of his rank and ftation, and ferve him 
readily, according to our ability* 

4. Behaviour in the prefence of fir angers* not 
Mafons. 

You muft be cautious in your words, carriage, 
and motions $ fo tbac the moft penetrating ftran- 
ger may not be able to difcover what is not proper 
to be intimated : And the impertinent or enfha- 
ring queftions, or ignorant difcourfe of ftrangers, 
muft be prudently managed by free-mafons. 

5» Be* 
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5. Behaviour at home y and in your neighbour* 
hood. 

> • 

1 Masons ought to be moral men, as above char- 
ged ; confequently good husbands, good parents, 
good fons, and good neighbours 3 not flaying too 
long from home, at*d avoiding all excefs ; yet wife 
men too, for certain rcafcns known to them. 

6. Behaviour towards a foreign brother \ or 
granger* 

You are cautioufly to examine hin^ as prudence 
(hall direct you, .that you may not be impofed on 
by a pretender, whom you are to rejedt with deriU 
fion, andbewareof giving him any hints i but if 
you difcover him to be true and faithful, you are 
to refpeft him as a brother, and if in want you are 
to relieve him if you can, or clfe dired him how 
he may be relieved : You muft'employ him if you 
can,, or elfe recommend him to be employed $ but 
you are not charged to do beyond your ability. 

7. Behaviour behind a brother's back] as well 
- as before bif face. 

Free and accepted mafons have ever beet* 
charged to avoid all manner of flandering and 
backbiting of true and faithful brethren, or talking 
difrefpedtfully of a brother's performance or per- 
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fon," and all malice or unjuft refentmcnt ; nay, you 
muft not fuffer any others to reproach an honeft 
brother, but defendhischara&erasfaras is confident 
with honour, fafety and prudence; tho' no further. 

CHARGE VII. 
'Concerning L A W - S U 'I T S; ' 
IF a brother do you injury, apply firft to your own 
* or his lodge, and if you are not fatisfied you 
may appeal to the Grand Lodge ; but you muft 
never takea legal courfe> till the caufe cannot be 
otherwife decided ; for if the affair is only be- 
tween mafons, and about mafonry, law-fuits ought 
to be prevented by the good advicd of prudent bre- 
thren, who are the beft referees of differences. 

But if that reference is either impra&icable or 
unfuccefsful, and the affair muft bfc brought into 
the courts of law or equity yet ftill you muft avoid 
all wrath, malifce,, and rancour in carrying on the 
ikft ndt faying or doing any thing that may* hin- 
der the continuance or renewal of brotherly love 
attd friendship, which is the glory and cement of 
this ancient Fraternity ; that we mky (hew to all 
the world the benign influence of mafonry, as all 
wife, true, and faithful brethren have done from 
the beginning of time, and will do till Architecture 
fhall be dfflblved in the general conflagration. 
Amen ! Sb mote it be ! . - . . 

Att tbife charges you are to objerve^ an£ : alfrthoJe 
that JhaU be given to yen in a way that cannot be ivritfen.

family) to relieve them. . ^ 

In the lodge he is to behave with all due deco- 
rum, leaft the beauty and harmony thereof ihould 
be difturbed or broke : He is to be obedient to the 
Master,, and the prefixing officers, and to apply 
himfelf clofely to the bufinefs of mafonry, that he 
may the fooner become a proficient jtherein, botl^ 
for his own credit and for that of thcelodge. • a 
. He . is not to neglect his own neceffary Avoca c 
tions* for the fake of Mafonry, npr to ^involve hivir 
felf in quarrels. with thofe who through ignorance, 
may ipeak: evil of c* ridicule it, . \ ^ 

He is to be a lover of the Arts anc}. Sciertces,^ 
and is r to take all Opportunities to improve him^ 
felf therein. 

. If he recotnmends a. friend to be jo?^de a Ma^ 
fon, he muft vouch him to be fuch as ne really r 
believes will conform to the aforefaid duties, leaft, 
By his mifconducft at any time, the lodge ihpuld 
pafs under fome evil imputations.

* Here you are to uncterftand that a Mafoh ought not to 
bflqng to,a number of lodges at one time, nor run front lodge 
to lodge ; or.otherwifc, after Mafons or Mafonry, whereby 
his bufinefs or family may be negle&ed j butyetcpfery Mafon 
it fubjeft to all the bye-laws of his lodge, which he is (Wel- 
ly and confiantly to obey ;~for the attendance and dues of 
one lgdge, can never prejudice neither him nor his family. 
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Nothing can prove more (hocking to all 
faithful Mafcns, then to fee any of their brethren 
profane or break through the facred Rules of their

Conftituting a Lodge, 

J^est"*! New lodge, for avoiding many irregula- 
rly A rities, fhould be folemnly conftituted 
k>3&j«f by the Grand-Mafter, with his deputy 
and wardens ; or, in the (^apji-Mafter*s abfence, 
the deputy adts fo£l$s vi^{hip^ the fenior grand- 
warden as deputy, tfigjtfttior gtand- warden as the 
fenior, and the prefent gi^fer of a lodge as the 
junior ; Or if the deputy n-alfo^abfent, the grand- 
mafter may depute either of his grand-wardens, 
who can appoint others to adt as grand- wardens, 
pro tempore. 

The lodge being opened, and the candidates or 
new mafter and wardens being yet among the fel- 
loW-crafts, the grarid-mafter {hall iffk his deputy 
if he has examined them, and whether he finds 
the mafter well fkilled in the noble fcience and the 

^ roval 
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royal art, and duly^ inftruded in our myfterie^ 
&c. the deputy anfweriag in the affirmative, (hall 
(by the grand-mafter's order) take the candidate 
from among his fellows, and prdent him to the 
grancUmafter, faying, Right Worjhipful Grand 
Mafter, the brethren here y defire to bejormed into 
a regular lodge $ and I prefent my worthy brother 
A. Bi to be* (in/tolled) their mafler, whom I know 
to be (f good morals and great skill, true and trufly, 
and a lover of the whole fraternity, wherefoever 
difperfed over the jace of the earth. 

Then the grand mafter placing the candidate 
on his left hand, and having afked and obtained 
the unanimous confent of the brethren, fhall fay 
(after fome other ceremonies and exprefiions that 
cannot be written) Iconjiitute and form thefe *good 
brethren into a new regular lodge y and appoint you 9 
brother A. B. the majter of it, not doubting of your 
capacity and care to preferve the cement of the' 
lodge, &c. • 

Ubon this the dipiity, or fbme other brother for 
him, (hall rehearfe the charge of a matter ; and 
the grand mafter (hall ask* the candidate* faying, 
Do you fubmit to thefe charges as mafler s have done' 
in all ages ? And the new mafter lignifying his 
cordial (ubmiffion thereto, the grand-mafter (hall 
by certain fignificajit ceremonies and ancient ufa- 
ges, inftall him and prefent him with his warrant, 
the book of conftitutions^ the lodge-book, and 

the 
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inftruments of his office, one after another ; and 
after each of them the grand-mailer, his deputy, or 
fome brother for him, (hall rehearfe the fhort and 
pithy charge that is fuitable to the thing prefent. 

Next, the members of this new lodge, bowing 
altogether to the grand-matter, (hall return his 
worfhip their thanks (according to the cuftomof 
matters) and fhall immediately dohomagfc to their 
new matter, and (as faithful craftsmen) fignify 
their promife of fubje&ion and obedience to him 
by ufual congratulations. 

The deputy and grand wardens, and any other 
brethren that are not membef s of this new lodge, 
Uiall next congratulate the new matter, and he 
(hall return his becoming acknowledgments (as 
mafter-mafons) firft to the grand-matter and grand 
officers, and to the reft in their prder. 
^ Th^en the grand-matter orders the new matter, 
to enter immediately upon the exercife of his office, . 
and, calling forth his fenior warden, a fellow-craft 
(mafter-mafon) prefents him to the grand-matter 
for his worfhip's approbation, and to the new lodge .

Though the foregoing are called new regula- 
tions, yet they are of many years /landing, and 
have been wrote at different times, by order of the 
whole community, as amendments or explanations 
of the old regulations ; for we are not to break in 
upon the ancient rules of the fraternity, as before 
mentioned in New Regulation XX VII. 

As my chief aim and defign in this underta- 
king is to acquaint my worthy brethren with the 
old and new regulations (and uvtruth they are the 
mpft requifite fubjett concerning free-mafonry 
that can be committed to Writing) I have added 
the following regulations of the committee for 
charity, as they have been approved of and pradti- 
fed by the Grand Lodge of Ireland iince the
